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Manuscripts of any length are admissible. Manuscripts must be 
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prenumbered in the margin, preferably continuously throughout the 
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Manuscripts produced by dot-matrix printers should have large, dark 
type, with punctuation and descenders of the letters p, q, y and g below 
the line. Authors may be requested to retype manuscripts that are 
difficult to read. 


MANUSCRIPT PREPARATION. The manuscript should be arranged in 
the following order: title page, abstract (no more than 200 words), 
introduction, materials and methods, results, discussion, acknowledg- 
ments, references, tables, figure legends, and il/ustrations (line draw- 
ings, graphs, and continuous-tone prints). 
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running page headline not to exceed 53 characters, and a list of three to 
six key words to be used for indexing. The person to whom correspon- 
dence and requests for reprints are to be addressed (include telephone 
number) should be indicated. 

Materials and Methods. This section should provide the reader with 
sufficient information to replicate the work. The generic or chemical 
names of all drugs and chemicals must be stated at first mention, and 
the city, state or country of cited manufacturers must be specified. 
Although it is not necessary to give details of published methodology, 
any modifications must be described. Information regarding statistical 
analysis of the data is appropriately included in this section. 

Results. The results section may contain references to tables and 
figures, but without discussion. 

References. In the body of the paper, references to authors should 
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Papers in the same year, Doe and Smith (1972a,b); if the paper has 
more than two authors, Doe et al. (1972). 

The reference /ist should be typed double-spaced with references in 
alphabetical order unless the authors of two or more entries are the 
same. In those cases, the citations should be in chronological order. A 
letter suffix (e.g., 1981a) should be used if more than one reference has 


exactly the same authors for the same year. The names of a// authors 
must be listed in this section. 
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A paper that has been accepted for publication may be cited in the 
reference section if the name of the journal and the year of publication 
are given. Authors should provide two copies of such papers for the 
reviewers. No references to papers in preparation, unpublished data, or 
papers submitted for publication are permitted in the reference section; 
such references should be incorporated into the text. 

Abbreviations. Abbreviations used in the body of the paper should 
be defined at first mention: adrenocorticotropic hormone (ACTH), 
human chorionic gonadotropin (hCG), etc. Abbreviations recognized by 
scientists outside the field of reproductive biology may be used without 
definitions: ml, 1U, i.v., g, etc. ; 

The Society has decided against adopting the nomenclature for 
polypeptide hormones proposed by the Joint Commission on Biochem- 
ical Nomenclature. Therefore, the journal accepts follicle-stimulating 
hormone (FSH), not follitropin; luteinizing hormone (LH), not lutro- 
pin, etc. If the proposed nomenclature appears in a manuscript, it shall 
be changed to currently accepted terminology. 

Tables. Tables should be as simple as possible. Each must be typed, 
titled, numbered in Arabic numerals and double-spaced on separate 
sheets of paper. Explanatory matter should appear in footnotes that are 
double-spaced and identified by superscript letters. No more than three 
(3) margin-to-margin horizontal lines per table are permitted. Only in 
exceptional cases will the journal print tables lengthwise on a page. 

ILLUSTRATIVE MATERIALS. Each figure should have an adhesive 
label attached to its back designating top, author’s name, and the 
figure’s number. 

Figure legends should be typed on a separate sheet of paper; num- 
bers and letters should be consistent in style with those used in the
